The Soviets have extinguished the republics of Georgia, Armenia 


nnd Azerbaijan, and they are now back in the fold of Russia. These 
three little countries are rich in mineral resources, particularly oil. A 
few months ago they jointly hired an American to represent them, gave 
him a large sum of money, and empowered him to arrange thc trade 
agreements for them. He went to America, and presently set out for 
his return, accompanied by a party of interested persons. 


It was !;cre that the soviots intervened. They had already looked 


with disapproval on thc too great freedom of action the Caucasus re- 
publics were displaying:. They had also been approached by the Standard 
Oil Company, which wished to acquire Caucasus rights. 
Red troops 


overthrew tho three republics and the Standard Oil concluded a three 
party agreement with the Soviets and the former owner of the fields, a 
nobleman, whereby most of the oil of thia region passes into American 
hands. 


Of the three nations overthrown Armenia was thc best known. AH

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HE fundamental objection to the anti-lynching bill, now 


pending in Congress, is that it is an invasion of home rule! 


in states and municipalities. It provides penalties under Fed-! 
eral law for the failure of local authorities to protect prisoners: 
from mobs.

The bill, regardless of its good intent, is the worse because 


it is specially designed to protect one element of citizens. It is, 
intended to protect negroes from lynching mobs. 
j 


Of course, negroes as well as other citizens should be pro-/ 


tected from mobs, but their protection should come from state! 
and municipal authorities where they live, not from the Fed-! 
eral Government thru special laws which provide for Federal 
supervision over law enforcement in the states. 


It is probably true, as Representative Summers argues, that 


instead of reducing the number of lynchings it will increase mob. 
violence and will engender race hatred. 
It will tend to in- 


tensify race prejudices and animosities. 
j 


The real point of danger, however, is its attack upon home | 


rule. If the Federal Government, is to inflict penalties upon 
local communities for failure to protect prisoners against mobs, 
why should it not extend its arbitrary supervision over other 
crimes and the enforcement of other laws? How long will it 
be before the evasion of this law will lead to more stringent 
measures? How long will it be before the Federal Government 
will be asked to expand its jurisdiction and supervision over all 
laws and law enforcement in the United States? 
The logic of 


this bill would lead to Federal interference with state and local 
laws and law enforcement at every point. 


Lynching is a great evil—an evil to the abolition of which 


all the forces of law and order and of sound public opinion 
should be directed. 
But the cure for sin evil is not the sub-' 


stitution of another evil. There are evils of lax law enforce- 
ment and of disorder and violence in many phases prevailing 
thruout the country, but the cure for them is persistent struggle 
thru enlightened public opinion and sound processes of reform. 
Lynchings may disappear; but the evil of centralized interfer- 
ence with home rule will persist. 
j 


The anti-lynching bill is an excellent example of the' 


tendency to fly to the Federal Government for remedies for all 
sorts of evils, regardless of fundamental principles, liberty and 
local self-government. It is first cousin to the horde of pater- 
nalistic measures which are extending Federal activities to ev- 
ery phase of life and conduct. Under these insidious attacks 
personal independence and local self-government are vanish- 
ing. If the tendency is not checked all authority will be vested 
in Washington and the Federal Government, will not only be 
the regulator and supervisor of our mode of living, but the dis- 
penser of largesse, bread and circuses.
